MISCELLANEOUS. 


The term dog-catcher, although in 


the neighborhood of Printing House 
square it boars a significance quilo for- 
eign to 'its olj'inology, in the simple 
acceptation of the word moans only a 
man licensed by the Mayor to capture 
dogs found unmuzzled on the streets 
during the summer months. The dog- 
catching industry is pursued by virtue of 
a 
municipal 
ordinance, "providing 


against the danger of hydrophobia 
from the bile of a mad dog. It pro- 
vides that a license at tho cost of SI 
shall bo taken out for every ono of 
those animals kept within the city 
limits, and that they shall bo securely 
mu/.zlod and accompanied by some one 
responsible 
1'or their good behavior 


whenever they appear upon tho streets. 
The ordinance also empowers the Mayor 
to employ a sulliciont number of dog- 
catehcrs,' who shall be designated by "a 
badge, to be worn hi sonic conspicuous 
place, and provided with proper appli- 
ances for capturing and convoying tho 
animals, without injury, to Ihe pound. 


The dog-catcher's outfit consists prin- 


cipally of a horse anil covered wago:i, 
inclosed so as to-prevent tho escape of tho 
captives, and provided with a vessel ol 
fresh water. 
The catcher also musl 


have chains and collars and a not very 
much like the instrument used 
for 


catching crabs. 
The net, .however, if 


not popular with tho skillful catcher, 
who usually picks up his victim if he bu 
a small one, or claps a collar around hi. 
0 


j neck before the brute is aware of hi.- 
: danger. 
The catcher usually employs 


! a driver, thus leaving himself free tp 
; boat up the game on 'either sido of tho 
1 route. 
1 
When a load has been procured he 


1 drives to tho pound and delivers the 
prey to the Superintendent, who credits 
him with eighty cents a head. 
The 


catchers declare that the pay is entirely 
loo small, and have boon trying to have 
it increased. They say that the outlay 
is considerable, and tho expense oJ 
keeping their horses aud hiring ad- 
ditional help, as well as replacing lost 
articles, scarcely leaves a fair return foi 
their labor. 
When the system was lirsl 


put into operation a few years ago UIQ 
crop of dogs was so abundant that each 
cart was good for fifty or sixty a day, 
and the catchers hail what they called 
a picnic all summer, but now twenty 
dogs is a "good day's harvest." In- 
stead of increasing the pay, however, 
the Mayor has decreased the number of 
catchers, so that now there are only 
seven who have licenses, whereas in the 
good old limes when dogs were easy the 
fatcrnily numbered as many as thirty. 


The good ellbctsof the ordinance may 


be seen in every quarter of tho city, but 
especially in the reports from the hos- 
pitals. 
Several years ago tho papers 


wore full of tho horrible, details of death 
from 
hydrophobia, and tho 
various 


recipes for curing '.lie bile of a mad dog, 
from scaring with a red hot iron to the 
more popular remedy of getting "para- 
lyzed," were familiar to tho most, care- 
less student of maleria mcdica. 
The 


shout of "Mad dog" was sullicient to 
send weak-minded' persons into convul- 
sions, often as fatal as the venomous 
saliva, and manv a poor brule was 
stoned and beaten to death if he wore 
unfortunat,1. enough to escape being 
shot by a policeman for some simple 
antic which brought down upon him the 
dark suspicions of mankind. Last year 
only two or three cases of hydrophobia 
from tho bito of a dog were reported, 
and so far this year there has not been 
a single instance.—-N. i'. Tntlli.

There- was n time witliin the human 


epoch, says James Geikie, in an article 


j on " The Gulf Stream and the Panama 


I Canal," when the European climate was 


I BO genial that many delicate southern 


i species of plants flourished luxuriantly 
1 in regions where they cannot now exist. 
1 Thus in the neighborhood of Paris, the 
! fig tree, the laurel of the Canary Islands, 


I and other Southern species, found n con- 


genial habitat. 
The 
Canary Island 


laurel does not grow further north now 
than near Toulon, on the borders of the 
Mediterranean. 
It flowers in winter, 


nud repeated frosts would therefore pre- 
vent its reproducing its kind. 
That this 


plant formerly flourished near Paris is 
thus a strDdug proof of changed climatic 
conditions, for the winters in Northern 
Franco must then havo been extremely 
genial. The land and fresh-water shells 
which wero contemporaneous with that 
remarkable flora in Northwestern Europe 
tell precisely tho same tale, and this is 
still further illustrated and confirmed by 
the character of the mammalian fauna. 
Among the commoner animals at that 
timo occupants of England, France, etc. 
were hippopotami, elephants, rhinocei 
oses, lions, tigers, hyenas, etc., and vast 
numbers of cervine and bovine animals 
which still occupy the temperate latitudes 
of Europe. 


That such genial climatic conditions 


wero due in large measure to a great in- 
crease in tho volume of warm water 
flowing into the North Atlantic seema 
just as certain as that tho Arctic climate 
of tho glacial period was largely induced 
by a very considerable decrease or even 
an entire stoppage of that heat-bearing 
current.

of mussel banks in the coast-lands of

Orkneys and the Shetland Islands, all '

most extensive areas which to-day lio 
submerged in tho sea.

First Tcinpcmncc Law. 


Tho following extract from Hon. Clias. 


B. Flood's corrcHpoiulenco to tho Cin- 
cinnati .h'nijuircr, under tho head of 
"Old Times Politics," shows how Ohio's 
first temperance legislation under tho 
present Constitution was adopted : 
" The passage of tho first temperance 


law aH'orued an illustration of tho want 
of good faith which not unfrequently 
Hiiou'fi itself in li'giiihitive doings. It re- 
quires a majority of tho votes of tha 
inoinin.'M rh'ctod to ciich branch of the 
Ijcgishiturii to puss a bill, and in all cases 
tin; ye.;is n:nl nays aro ro<iuiroJ. The 
tenipuraiici; law was being passed—the 
yens and n:iy« wi.'ris boing called—when 
the dork di.-cijYuivd a member, pencil 
in hand, kuoping count of tho vote. The 
mi'iubcr luul uviile;itly boon drinking, 
and, 
although the call WHS made slowly 


mid distinctively to give the member a 
chuncu to koi!p a correct account, yet he 
missed it by one vote. 
When hia name 


u'us called he did not vote ; when called 
a second time, after all tho other mem- 
bers had voted, In; did vote, and his vote 
passed tho bill. 
Ho thought it required, 


as it did by his count, two votes to pasa 
it ; but, too f:ir gone iu his cups to count 
corivolly, it required but o;io, and whan 
ho vntnd in its favor that one vote was 
.supplied, and the temperance bill was 
passed. 
Some of his indignant friends 


ruslu'd to las seat and rudely demanded 
that ho move a reconsideration, but tho 
demand was made iu such a manner as 
lo c.voitc the linger of tho member, and 
lie refused. 
Thus was tho first temper- 


unco law under tho present Constitution 
parsed by the vote of a member in a sit- 
uation too far gone to count the number 
of Senators voting."
